Among the brightest hopes in the new generation of Classicists, and the Northwest's most lyrical traditionalist, Duncan 
McRoberts never stops learning more precedents he can re-imagine. By Eve M. Kahn 


mg ake 1-405 to downtown Kirkland, WA, and stop at a one- 
“story laundromat a few blocks from the Lake Washington 
shore. Through a black four-panel door on an alley at the 
back, enter another realm. Step away from the low, beige, 
"- stuccoed, Mediterranean-flavored sprawl all around, and 
into the world of lofty philosophical principles creatively applied. 


discourse proceeds to careen from the virtues of nearly invisible vent 
holes, to the political implications of contemporary Classicism in the for- 
mer communist bloc. 

So far he's only built six houses from scratch, in Oregon and 
Washington, based on traditions as varied as Egyptian Revival, Georgian 
and Japonisme. His highest-profile projects yet, including master plans

He apologizes before the interview begins, worried that he won’t sound 
as eloquent, as nimble with Classicism’s vocabulary, as he would be if he 
lived back East surrounded by compatible colleagues. Then his erudite 
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fora Romanesque Catholic church campus and a New Urbanist develop- 
ment on the Washington coast, are still on the boards. You would have 
heard of him already, and seen him widely published, if not for the nondis- 
closure agreements he’s signed with most of his clients. 

“People see some of my work on the internet and write me fan letters 
and send me gifts, like a book about Pugin,” McRoberts says, a little 
sheepishly. “But I find it very hard to be objective about myself. I think my 
biggest asset is stylistic diversity. My true skill has always been an ineffa- 
ble way of knowing the inherent logos and ethos of any and every style." 

Ross MacTaggart, a historian, author and urban critic who's writing a 
book for W.W. Norton with the working title of Tradition Revived, says that 
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Alongside the English Arts and Crafts house in Portland, listed in the National Register, 
McRoberts — with Portland woodworker and metalworker Dick Naven — created a combination 
garage, office, woodworking shop and fly-tying room. Limestone corbels stud load-bearing natu- 
ral stucco walls. Mortise-and-tenon joints hold together the fir doors and cedar dormers.

while he was perusing submissions, “Duncan’s work jumped out at me. 
You know how some movie stars are said to have that ‘it’ quality, how 
you're riveted by them on the screen but you can't quite explain why? 
Duncan's work is that kind of magical. It's not because of his intellect, his 
enormous knowledge or his obsessive attention to detail — you can have 
all those qualities, and the work can still fall flat. No, Duncan has some 
inborn gift — although he ferociously resists such an idea. I can't wait to 
see what he'll be building 10 years from now — he's so young yet — for he 
could well be the Soane or Lutyens of our time. 

"He might consider just spending some time staring at the moon, 
enjoying good company and music, reading poetry and having a nap daily, 
so his gift can really blossom," MacTaggart adds. Thomas Gordon Smith, 
who mentored McRoberts in 1989 when the University of Notre Dame 
re-oriented its architecture program to Classicism, describes McRoberts 
as "sensitive and fastidious, holding a high place among our first genera- 
tion of graduates." 

McRoberts can often be found thumbing through his library of 400 
tomes, dating back to A Parallel of Architecture of 1663 (“It was very impor- 
tant in its day for etymological architectural terms"). During design phas- 
es, he fills files with archaeological references, but never replicates motifs 
and never invents for invention's sake. "Every 
project has its own answers, its own life, you have 
to be intuitively instructed by that,” he says. "My 
inventions never look like inventions, because 
they're befitting the character of the project. Pm 
not a canonical Classicist — to be canonical is to 
take a rational approach to design, and that's not 
comprehensive. There's the emotive aspect, and 
sometimes the emotive needs to drive the design. 
There's an introspective imperative to being a 
good architect. People walking by can tell that my 
buildings are serious, well-made, yet lyrical, pret- 
ty and great to be around. I make compromises 
just like everybody else, design and life are full of 
compromises, but in the end you can't see most 
of mine." 

He lives ascetically and alone in a downtown 
Seattle condo, in an early-20th-century Federal 
Revival brick tower. He camps out at his con- 
struction sites: "I double and triple check every- 
thing: proportions, scale, all the building sys- 
tems, the construction quality of the substrates 
and, most importantly, the poetic variation I’m 
creating, the narrative from room to room, from 
the stately and pure to the contemplative to the 
nuanced, small and whimsical.” His patrons stand 
back with admiration: “He’s a very thorough and 
spirited designer,” says Stephen Poulakos, a cur- 
rent client and colleague. “The package he gave 
me to review and think about what he needs to 
design my house has been inspiring.” Poulakos, 
the former coordinator for town planning at the 
New Urbanist community of Rosemary Beach in 
Florida, is now director of town development 
for Seabrook, a New Urbanist beach town due 
west of Seattle. (McRoberts helped devise the

master plan, and he’s been asked to design its future civic and commercial 
landmarks, along with Poulakos’ house.) 

Duncan McRoberts Associates works on a maximum of four projects at 
a time. McRoberts doesn’t want to grow the office. “I’m involved in ever 
project from beginning to end, with full commitment and full focus, and 
the bigger the office got the more inefficient I'd become,” he says. “All my 
details, every foundation plan, every framing plan, has to come from me 
the first time. Like all traditional architects now, I’m defying conventions 
every day, with every decision. Conventions now paradoxically seem to 
mean the latest gadget, something that’s not time tested. But to achieve 
anything profound, you have to ignore the temporal, the novel, the dis- 
posable, the easy and cheap fix. The only way to contribute to the greater 
good is to be involved with transcendental fundamentals: well-being, jus- 
tice, love, beauty and truth. To be involved with them, you have to tran- 
scend yourself. ” 


Preaching to the Unconverted 

McRoberts’ idealism is partly hereditary: members of his father’s family 
were Baptist missionaries in Shanghai, and Duncan’s grandfather Duncan au- 
thored protest books after World War II about the communists suppressing

Christianity in China. The architect's father, David, practiced architecture 
with Skidmore, Owings & Merrill and Pietro Belluschi in Portland, OR. 
Duncan's grandmother, Doris Storms, was a devout Catholic and activist 
for the pre- Vatican II canon, and he describes his mother, Suzanne, as “һе 
most advanced nonprofessional interior decorator Гуе ever worked with." 
Duncan grew up on a pastoral estate in Eugene, OR, following around 
carpenters as they repaired and expanded the outbuildings. He enrolled at 
Notre Dame in 1984, he says, “partly just to get away from the West 
Coast, to broaden my horizons,” and studied business at first. “But soon I 
realized I didn’t want to sell a product that had no meaning for the rest of 


my life. Notre Dame’s architecture school then was Colin Rowe-influ- 
enced, and pseudo-traditional.” He only enjoyed courses with Kathleen 
Pyne, an art historian, who was exploring Gilded Age architecture and 
the impact of Victorian international expositions. When Smith arrived in 
1989, McRoberts goes on, “It was a revelation for me. І was Notre 
Dame’s first convert.” 
Instead of graduating on time, he extended his studies by another year 
p " 3 5 and a half. Smith remembers McRoberts’ thesis as “a brilliant Gothic proj- 
= € = ect for a chapel.” (Fans have since seen the renderings of the pinnacled 
proposal on McRoberts’ web site, and e-mailed about their joy at know- 
ing someone is keeping the Gothic flames burning high.) 

In 1990, McRoberts became the first Notre Dame student to attend 
the then-new Prince of Wales’ Institute of Architecture. “There were 63 
tutors and 25 students from all around the world,” he recalls. “We could 
hardly sleep, there was so much excitement in the air about this new 
movement and awareness arising. The Prince was 
always around, Allan Greenberg and Thierry 
Despont would show up unexpectedly and Leon 
Krier and Christopher Alexander would have 
these huge blow-out arguments — egos were flar- 
ing. There was talk of videotaping every moment.” 

Krier, he adds, “taught me to never compro- 
mise your beliefs, to think in abstract terms while 
taking on the world. One reason I have so many 
drawings on my web site is because Léon taught 
me it’s what you represent that matters, not just 
what you build.” McRoberts’ other Prince of 
Wales-era mentor, and first employer, was 
Demetri Porphyrios: “I learned from him the need 
to be a man of letters and a historian of ideas,” 
McRoberts recalls. “I learned the relevance of tra- 
dition in theoretical terms, and how to make it 
authentic, how to avoid kitsch and caricature.” 

While at Porphyrios' office in the early 1990s, 
McRoberts worked on a polo farm for a British- 
Canadian billionaire, a Doric pavilion for

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Manhattan's Battery Park and a competition entry for an Inland Revenue 
headquarters in Nottingham, all while assembling Porphyrios' first mono- 
graph. “And I spent tons of time photocopying in the pre-1840s section of 
the RIBA (Royal Institute of British Architects) library. Jim Stirling and 
John Simpson lived near me and so did a book dealer who had the largest 
collection in private hands of editions of Vitruvius. Га be shaking in the 
aisles of pigskin vellums." Despite the heady atmosphere, McRoberts 
returned to the West Coast in 1996. 

“I knew I'd be more isolated professionally at home, that fewer people 
would understand my standards, that I’d have to uplift the sense of possi- 
bilities out here,” he says. “But I didn’t want to wake up at age 50 and not 
know my family.” (His extended clan of siblings and step-siblings includes 
teachers, artists, authors and sensitive developers — and his father is now 
building a log-home community on Washington’s idyllic Lopez Island.) 


Building a Flock 


During a two-year stint at a Kirkland architecture firm, McRoberts 
recharged every few months by participating in urban design task forces 
run by the Prince of Wales’ projects office. McRoberts helped envision 
cures for damaged urban fabric in a half-dozen cities from Lebanon to 
Germany. In 1998, he opened a solo practice in his apartment, with no 
venture capital except a credit card. 

“Tt wasn’t even a question of whether I was ready or not to be out on 
my own, it was just embedded in who I was,” he says. He can’t reveal 
much about his early or current clients, for projects ranging in scale from 
a carriage house to a 23,000-sq.ft. manse with an Egyptian-theme swim- 
ming pool. Nor will he give room-by-room explanations for his decisions 
on any given building. 

“Га rather talk about my methodologies,” he says politely but firmly. 
Once he’s figured out the client’s budget and program, he explains, “then I 
have to determine whether there’s a more eclectic need or whether it will 
be a purist study. Then I saturate my mind by going through a precedent 
study. I come up with 10 different concepts for everything — windows,

doors, eaves, gutters. Then I put it all away, to gestate for a while. In the 
end I may use only a few details from the files. Most architects start with 
one morphology, one detail or idea, and then force the project through. I 
work backwards instead. I debate all the details, enlarge them to full scale 
and compare everything. I drive the reprographics people crazy. The ques- 
tion is always, how can I make this stockpile of materials culturally signif- 
icant? Not every material has to be gold, you have to apply intellect and tal- 
ent to them. Someone like Chippendale took some sticks of wood and 
made them culturally significant, Schinkel did the same with stone and 
Tchaikovsky did it with musical notes.” 

In terms of style, McRoberts tends to favor the more difficult to grasp. 
“T enjoy the challenge of formal, pure forms, to contrast my natural incli- 
nation toward the picturesque. I like to work on my weaknesses,” he says. 
“Gothic architecture is the hardest intellectual exercise of all. It’s more 
fungible, more plastic, with more options and the most dynamic and true 
style. The moldings are much more intricate than for other styles and 
there aren’t as many rules. The geometries are incredibly complicated; 
you can have millions of layers of things. But my favorite style in which to 
live? Colonial or Federal.” 

His job sites, he says, are like offspring he’s nurturing: “I can’t stay away 
from them, I can’t wait to go out and see them grow. And I listen to ever 
trade working on-site. I try to inspire the craftspeople, to breathe life into 
their work so they breathe more life into mine. The masons, carpenters 
and contractors out here recommend me to clients as the most thorough 
draftsman they know — I get decent bids, too, because I leave nothin 
unexplained in terms of drawings.” On the rare occasions he lifts his head 
from the urgent tasks at hand, to imagine where he'll be five years from 
now, he can best envision working harder: “4 always want to have a good 
atelier, to develop the people under me, to contribute to my community. 
And I've always wanted someone to fund me to design them a house, to 
have me live there while decorating it for them down to the crystal, sil- 
ver, paint colors, fabrics. I would love to have no design restraints at all, 
to test myself from beginning to end.” m

Sto cking Up 


By battling the glut of schlock on the house-plans market, traditionalists are reforming the appearance 
and utility of streetscapes worldwide. By Eve M. Kahn 


re-designed home plans,” they're called, which sounds like a 

euphemism — for hack work, ready to be just plopped down 

on any cul de sac greenfield. Such was indeed the case until 

perhaps a decade ago. Anyone seeking budget architectural serv- 

ices for a from-scratch house used to have no recourse but 
kitsch kits, advertised in real-estate brochures on racks by the super- 
market cash register. 

Traditionalists have now entered this underserved market. They're fol- 
lowing in the footsteps of the literate builders who wrote pattern books 
in the 19th century, and shaped entire charming neighborhoods of prefabs 
and production houses before World War II. Architects are now producing 
hundreds of thoughtful plan types and shipping them worldwide. The tiny 
percentage of residential design currently signed off by architects is there- 
by increasing. And non-architects who sell plans — as do 3596 of the mem- 
bers of the American Institute of Building Design (AIBD) — are meanwhile 
adhering more closely than ever to traditionalist standards. 

Plan suppliers have been accused of watering down proportions and 
details for the lowest common denominator, with no control over con- 
struction quality. In truth, a better caliber of home plan — at price tags 
averaging $1,000 apiece — has begun to transform streetscapes. Designers 
are providing more pleasing and sophisticated facade symmetries, window 
shapes and compositions, molding profiles and room enfilades, while 
shifting blank garage masses away from front elevations. 

Not only are the plans more aesthetically refined than their supermarket 
predecessors, but they also cost about the same amount to build and, in 
some cases, prove cheaper. The designers, meanwhile, are making healthy 
profits from improving the quality of housing and variety of options for the 
masses — the elusive goal of reformers since Vitruvius laid out recommen- 
dations for snug, sunny homes in sensibly mapped Roman settlements. 


Of course not every designer can simply start posting a few favorite 
plans on the web and watch the PayPal orders flow in. It's not easy or 
inexpensive to devise designs that meet mass-market needs yet speak with 
proper traditionalist grammar. Nor will every architect feel comfortable 
relinquishing construction oversight. 

William E. Poole, whose Wilmington, NC, firm has produced 10,000 
plan styles during the past 40 years, reports that when he walks into fin- 
ished projects based on his specs, "Sometimes it's turned out so well you'd 
think Га been on-site. And sometimes I want to go blind, I’m so embar- 
rassed. It all depends on the contractor and what's driving the person 
who's building the house." 

"As long as the DNA you put in is right, the house will still come out 
better than most of what's out there,” says J. Carson Looney of Memphis, 
TN-based Looney Ricks Kiss. “Stock plans throughout the years have been 
just pitiful.” 


State of the Art 


Enter “house plans” in Google sometime when you've run out of anything 
more important to do. If you're a regular reader of this magazine, you'll 
probably be horrified at what's available for $200 or even $1,000 (including 
CAD and overnight delivery). Hyper-intellectual Modernism from starchi- 
tects, it turns out, isn't the enemy of our built environment at all. 

In fact, few plan suppliers offer any Modernist features at all, nothing 
along the lines of flat roofs, cantilevers, pilotis, window ribbons or, heav- 


en forbid, blobs. (Prefab and modular-parts manufacturers, who've 
received much media attention during high-profile competitions in the 
past few years, are the main caterers to the anti-ornament crowd.) The 
real architectural villain of our time is uninformed traditionalism, on 
McMansion and cottage alike. 
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One of 10,000 house plan types that William E. Poole has developed during the past 40 
years, the Edisto River Cottage (2,438 sq.ft., drawing sets start at $700) contains three 

bedrooms with walk-in closets, a balcony overlooking a cathedral-ceiling great room 
and a two-car garage with dormered apartment above.

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tours, the five-weekend eye-opener “explains the logical system behind 
Classical and traditional architecture,” says Christine G.H. Franck, direc- 
tor of academic programs for ICA&CA. “There’s a reason why beams sit 
on columns the way they do, and there’s a reason why quoins belong 
where they do and at what size. We show how practical the principles 
actually are, that what looks better is better: that a room with crazy angles 
costs more money to build than a traditional room with four corners, and 
that it doesn’t make sense to have overly complex roof shapes or to put 
the master bedroom over the garage. 

“The architectural profession and the average homebuilder stopped 
making well-designed mid-market houses after World War II,” she con- 
tinues. “That stemmed from a fundamental loss of a common body of 
knowledge about how to build, and about hierarchy and appropriate- 
ness. Without that body of knowledge, you lose the ability to make sen- 
sible judgments.” 

A majority of the winners of the AIBD’s 2004 awards were alums of 
ICA&CA classes. Franck has already noticed improvements in the gradu- 
ates’ stock plans. “I see the quality inching up,” she says. “A plan that sells 
can give people what they want — the keeping room, the media room, the 
bonus room, all the bells and whistles — but leave out the diagonals, the 
badly proportioned details, the three-story vaulted ceilings. It has to sneak

in the corrections and solve the problem a little differently" Another 
change she's observed, she adds, is that *the program's graduates are using 
terms more correctly, so the style names are getting better — you see 
more Spanish Colonial, instead of Spanish Eclectic." (Still, as Dan Sater — 
an AIBD powerhouse who's taken ICA&CA’s classes — puts it, “Christine 
would call my best-selling plan ‘Florida-bastardized Mediterranean.’”) 

Plan suppliers occasionally turn up as far north as Connecticut 
(Melanie Taylor) and Maine (Knight Associates) and on the West Coast 
(Opticos Design and the Bungalow Company). Every regional vernacular 
and high style is available in plan form, from Creole to Georgian, mostly 
in the less than 4,000-sq.ft. range. (Beyond that size, Eric Moser notes, a 
client probably should hire an architect — and likely can afford one.) 

The plans get somewhat customized to local conditions, with raised 
foundations for beachfronts, basements for cold climates and seismic rein- 
forcement in quake zones. Some critics argue that mailing off, say, 
Mediterranean to rustic Maine would violate a sense of place. But then, 
some of America’s most admired custom homes have nothing to do with 
local traditions, such as the haute-French stone mansions in otherwise all- 
shingle-and-clapboard Newport, RI. 

Among the most surprising locales that Poole has shipped to: New 
Zealand, Australia, Japan, Brazil and Indonesia. About one million families, 


he adds, live in houses he's designed, and his com- 
pany ships out 10 plans a day. Of each batch of 10, 
perhaps 80% will be realized; the rest are stored 
away while the owners save up and dream. 

Some customers are putting in bulk orders, 
including New Urbanist patron/developers in the 
Southeast. In fact, the developer of Habersham, SC, 
lets residents either custom build or choose from 
stock designs by the likes of Moser Design, Allison 
Ramsey, Stephen Fuller and Historical Concepts. 
Stock plan sets help developers stave off visual 
chaos, which remains a threat even in fairly well- 
regulated communities. A number of New Urbanist 
developers, says Moser, “have been spending tons 
of money on land planning and then getting de- 
stroyed by the poor quality of the architecture, 
again and again.” 

Homebuyers in New Urbanist developments, 
for their part, consider plans a tool for saving time 
and money. The kits mean there’s no potentially 
prolonged or stressful collaboration with an archi- 
tect, and there’s assured compatibility with the 
community’s design guidelines. In Habersham’s 
case, the salespeople pre-analyze the plans for max- 
imum market appeal (so resale value is effectiv ely 
guaranteed), and the packets have been pre-bid by 
contractors the developer trusts — so there’s no 
need for poring over confusing numbers or worry- 
ing about no-show cabinetmakers. 

The relatively small size of most pre- designed 
homes also appeals to today’s consumers, especial- 
ly those drawn to the tight- -knit and environmen- 
tally friendly communities that New Urbanism 


promises. “People are willing to pay more for less,

if it's constructed well, with detailed moldings and hardwood floors,” says 
Robert Turner, Habersham’s developer. “They’re expecting more design 
quality than they used to. They don’t necessarily want the vaulted, grand, 


posh-posh spaces.” 


Getting Started 
So why isn’t every traditionalist architect and designer jumping on the 
plan bandwagon? 

“There are a lot of us talking about it, but there are still incredibly few 
of us doing it,” Moser says. Many architects have trouble getting past their 
mainstream academic training that celebrates egos and promotes the quest 
for originality. “We’re taught that every house is supposed to be unique 
and individual to its site,” says William J. Allison of Allison Ramsey. 
Another obstacle, according to Looney: “People are afraid they might be 
called a whore by their contemporaries.” Russell Versaci adds, “There’s a 
great deal of skepticism among my colleagues. It’s the fear factor, the fear 
of loss of control. Everyone's afraid that if you give out abbreviat- 


ed drawings, terrible things will happen.” Sometimes of course 
they do; more often, they don’t. “I’m constantly amazed,” Allison 
says, “by the quality of construction in America.” 

Another common barrier to start-ups: the initial investment. 
Fine-tuning a saleable package can cost an office $50,000. How 
does a new plan get noticed on the ever-more-crowded internet, 
to pay back that investment? 

Successful marketers of course recommend getting published, 
particularly in Southern Living, which also distributes plans. 
Partnerships with developers, several of which Versaci is now 
finalizing, can maximize both marketing resources and opportu- 
nities for construction oversight. Building well-publicized proto- 
types also helps, and enables the designer to work out any kinks 
in the scheme. Whenever Poole builds a show house, he says, “We 
get a minimum of 10,000 visitors, even in small towns.” 

By far the greatest publicity coup in recent stock-plan histo- 
ry was for RAMSA’s Dream House, built for Life magazine in 
1994. The moment the cover image of its 2,100 sq.ft. of gables 
and latticework reached the newsstands, says RAMSA associate 
partner Gary Brewer, “the magazine was hit by calls from hun- 


dreds of people wanting plans.” The firm has sold some 3,000 
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sets at $600 each. 


"We've had a constant parade of suitors wanting us to do it 
again," Brewer adds. “But we're control freaks; we were con- 
cerned about what would be built with our brand name. Bob's 
attitude was, ‘I already did it, I made my point.’ Can you imagine 
what would have happened if a tastemaker like Martha Stewart 
had run with this idea?" 

Not that every firm can expect to gross nearly $2 million from 
a single plan, however. “It’s a service we provide, not a lottery," 
Looney says. But it generates other kinds of business; Christian 
Gladu of the Bungalow Company reports numerous instances of 
stock clients later commissioning custom work. "Instead of 
diminishing us," Looney adds, "it's actually added horsepower." 

Then he turns surprisingly philosophical: selling stock plans, 
he says, "is the only true way to make architecture and living 
environments better." Many of his colleagues echo his lofty sen- 
timents. For all the pragmatism and mass targeting involv ed, the 
field has become a kind of calling. 

“I really feel that design is not a luxury, it's something that 
eve rybody needs," says Gladu. "If we want to change the nature 
of the w ay things are built," Moser adds, *we have to make archi- 
tecture available to the average person. At the end of the day, 
that's how I can endeavor to make a difference." m

teven W. Semes’ book is like a freshly disinterred treasure 

chest whose contents he is eager to share. As one of the first 

generation of the current re-emergence of the Classical tra- 
dition, it is the author’s good fortune to be one of the first 
explorers in its rediscovery. As he states in the first sentence of 
his preface to The Architecture of the Classical Interior, “This book is 
the first comprehensive, thematic study of the architectural con- 
ception and treatment of rooms designed i in the Classical tradi- 
tion.” I have no reason to doubt the veracity of this statement, 
but it is astonishing nonetheless. 

At this crest of the Information Age, a walk through your 
local book megastore can lead down an entire aisle of, say cook- 
books (and that’s just Mediterranean cuisine), with most of them 
being remaindered twelve months later to make room for a fresh 
crop on the same subject. This can leave one shaking one’s head 
with the words from a world-weary Ecclesiastes ringing in one's 
ears: "Of making many books there is no end.” In the case of 
Semes’ book, however, there is really something “new under the 
sun.” The book has about it all the freshness and enthusiasm one 
could only expect from someone who believes he is part of a 
renaissance. What is more, it’s about a subject so wide, deep and 
enduring — interior architecture — that is should remain on the 
shelves of bookstores and personal libraries for as long as the art 
of gracious living remains. 

Eschewing the prevailing intellectual fashion of making sim- 
ple things complex and complex things unintelligible, Semes 
endeavors to make the “crooked straight, and the rough places 
plain.” In his diverse career as practicing architect, preservation- 
ist, teacher, writer and thinker, he has gathered together a great 
deal of widely scattered information and assembled it all into one

books, yet here Semes proves the exception. As he frankly explains in his or theorist. The usual concerns of academic architectural history, such 


as chronology, attribution and influence, will be de- 
emphasized in order to concentrate on a thematic treatment 
of the subject.” 

The organization of the book is lucid and useful. The 
book begins (even before the copyright page, table of con- 
tents, preface, etc.) with a very big bang — 33 full-color 
plates of fetching interiors across a range of scale, purpose, 
cost, character, time and place. But lest one mistake this for 
mere eye candy, each plate is coupled with a caption of 
haiku-like concision. 

The first section, Principles of the Classical Interior, is 
boiled down into 13 categories, including Space, Structure, 
the Orders, Proportion, etc., allocating one category per 
chapter. The second section identifies the tools used to 
address the principles elucidated in the preceding section. 
These are Ceilings, Wall Treatments, Moldings, Doors, 
Windows, etc. The final section explores the art of com- 
posing a room and of arranging rooms into buildings. 

There are several endearing peculiarities of this book 
that are worthy of note. First is Semes admirable effort to 
re-institute the language of architecture. These words are 
introduced in profusion, defined and explained. High-level 
thought is of course impossible without language, so it is 
wise of Semes to undertake this essential task if we are to 
begin thinking and talking seriously about architecture 
once more. In fact, a suggestion for the next edition of the 
book might be to include a glossary.

Good and his 
firm, GOOD/Architecture, which was established 
in 1986, have won more than 40 awards for excel- 
lence in architecture. 

Good's architecture can't be compartmentalized 
into any one style, but there is a familiarity in the 
houses on the pages of the book, giving it a cohesive- 
ness that lends itself to a monograph. His architecture 
is, generally, regional, with most of the houses built in 
Maryland. The few exceptions are in Pennsylvania, 
Florida, New York and Washington, DC.

With each house, Good has written a short summary of inspirations, 
precedents and challenges. Copious photographs make one want to find 
out more about the projects, but aren't a distraction from the book. 
Comprising various exterior shots and some interior shots as well, they 


successfully convey Good's strategies for building in terms of line, form 
and materials. 

For Asagao, a house designed for a client who "acquired a deep love and 
appreciation for Japanese domestic architecture while living in Japan,"

A Concrete Reterence

hen concrete began to be mass produced, concrete construc- 

tion was touted as durable, economical, energy efficient and 

easy to maintain. Concrete Country Residences, ап unabridged 
reproduction of a 1908 third-edition catalog, speaks to these benefits and 
to the popularity of concrete in the early-20th century in its brief intro- 
duction. The remainder of the book illustrates numerous examples of 
turn-of-the-century homes built of this material. 

This reference book for architects, contractors and homeowners was 
originally published by Atlas Portland Cement Company in an attempt to 
promote its product. Atlas writes "[The book is] a guide to those who are 
about to build, with the hope that the illustrations and descriptions con- 
tained in its pages will assist them in successfully planning their future res- 
idences of concrete." 

Atlas contended that concrete can be adopted for any type and style of 
construction. The homes presented clearly demonstrate this: Neoclassical- 
style structures include the residence of Charles T. Ives in Montclair, NJ; 
Mediterranean-style buildings include the home of H.M. Flagler in Palm 
Beach, FL; and an L.B. Valk Archt. Co. home in Los Angeles, CA, is in the 
Tudor style. As well as a multitude of styles, the residences presented in 
this book are geographically varied. While the greater part is on the East 
Coast, Ohio, Indiana, Illinois, Iowa, Alabama and California, among oth- 
ers, are represented. 

Though concrete homes are not as popular today as they were in the 
early-20th century, the book is similar to a pattern book in that the images 
and floor plans will stir the imagination. 

The layout of the book, with a few exceptions, consists of one home 
per page. The reader is provided with not only the method of construction 
of each home, but its location, architect and, in many cases, its owner. 
Floor plans accompany the majority of the black-and-white renderings or 
photographs. 

One featured home is a Toledo, OH, Colonial Revival-style building. 
Below the photograph, one reads that A. W. Johnson, Architect, designed 
the stucco-on-metal-lath residence for F.C. Bishop. First- and second- 
floor plans detail the interior, with labeled rooms and dimensions. 
However, most likely due to page constraints, other homes' plans are not 
always supplemented with as much information or are illegible. 

А section toward the back of the book features 11 houses that were 
granted prizes in a 1900s awards program, the Competition for Suburban 
Dwellings іп Concrete. In addition to renderings of the homes and 
detailed floor plans, construction methods, estimated costs and juror's 
comments are reprinted. Of Andrew Lindsay, Architect's prize-winning 
Prairie-style design in New Rochelle, NY, the committee remarked, 


This Classical-style residence in Montclair, NJ, was designed by New York-based 
architect А.Е.

"Interesting design with well broken surfaces relieving the monotony 
which usually results from the use of concrete blocks.... The bush- 
hammered blocks specified give a good texture, although somewhat 
expensive." In 1908, the construction cost was estimated at $3,960, the 
equivalent of approximately $77,357 today. 

Atlas, founded in 1889 in New York, published many catalogs. Concrete 
Construction about the Home and on the Farm (1906), Concrete in Railroad 
Construction (1915) and Reinforced Concrete in Factory Construction (1915) are 
just a few of the titles. In 1922, Atlas came out with The Atlas Handbook on 
Concrete Construction and, in 1927, it published Atlas Time Book, a technical 
manual that provided tables on how to mix, measure and pour concrete 
for the best results. These special collections are now out of print. 

Dover reintroduced Concrete Country Residences in 2003. Large private 
residences and a smattering of apartment buildings, garages and dormi- 
tories illustrate the adaptability of concrete. The majority of the buildings 
are made of solid-reinforced concrete and stucco on metal lath, though 
solid-concrete-block, stucco-on-brick and rubble-concrete homes are 
also featured. 

Concrete Country Residences is truly reference material. The visual 
overview of what is possible in concrete construction may be helpful to 
those in the beginning stages of home design, searching for inspiration. 
With very little information, however, accompanying the images and 
sometimes illegible floor plans, one should be advised that this book is not 
the be all, end all in concrete construction. m 


Not all of the residences in the book are rural. The apartments at 137th Street 
and Riverside Drive in New York City were designed by L.C. Maurer, Architect, 
and constructed in solid-reinforced concrete.

Forging Forward 


A Blacksmithing Primer, 2nd edition

n its commitment to make available essential books 

in the field of decorative ironwork and blacksmithing, Artisan 

North America, Inc., is distributing the second edition of Randy 
McDaniel’s manual A Blacksmithing Primer. Subtitled “А Course in Basic and 
Intermediate Blacksmithing,” this volume delivers exactly what it promis- 
es on its back cover: “All you need to learn forging in one book.” Author 
McDaniel has been blacksmithing for more than 30 years and has spent 
more than two decades teaching basic, intermediate and advanced work- 
shops and classes in the field. His years of expertise — both as a blacksmith 
and as a teacher — have been welded together to form this primer, a lucid 
and highly useful course of study for anyone interested in understanding 
the craft and art of blacksmithing. That recommendation includes not just 
newcomers but also experienced practitioners: As McDaniel points out in 
his Preface, “I have found that even those who have worked for several 
years on their own at forging still have missed some of the basics of this 
craft” His book has been specifically written and organized to impart all 
the basics, and a good deal more beside. 

The first section of A Blacksmithing Primer is devoted to tools: the arse- 
nal of equipment necessary to set up a complete and operational smithy. 
Each of the requisite tools is discussed, with McDaniel offering some his- 
tory as well as the most practical advice on how to select (or build) the 
tool, how to maintain it, even how to situate it: How far off the ground 
should an anvil sit? What is the formula for determining how to position a 
chimney in the smithy’s roofline? Which arrangement of tools provides for 
the smith’s physical ease as well as maximum efficiency in the workspace? 
There’s no guess and golly in this book, only the essential facts, clearly 
presented and logically organized. 

Section Two, “Basics,” quite rightly begins with safety: protecting one’s 
eyes, ears, hands and feet, as well as such insider tips as his recommenda- 
tion that beginning smiths renew their tetanus shot, or his urging that the 
smithy include “a good first-aid kit, a fire extinguisher, and a phone.” 
Another important part of this section covers hammering, with sound 
advice on how to grip the hammer and how to stand to place the mini- 
mum strain on the body while deriving the maximum effect from every 
kind of hammer blow: Full Face, Half Face, Edge, Back Face and Shearing. 
There are also in this section detailed descriptions of the various types of 
metal that will be used (iron, steel, copper, bronze, aluminum), as well as 
the fundamentals of preparing the forge and heating the metal. 

The third and final section, “Projects & Lessons,” constitutes more than 
two-thirds of the Primer, and has been organized, McDaniel points out, 
“to progressively advance your skills and knowledge of blacksmithing,” 
Beginning with the forging of simple tools and implements — including 
wall hooks, forks, chisels, shutter dogs, chains, tongs, rivets and nails — 
McDaniel moves along to more ornate handle designs, such as loops, heart

ends, twists, baskets and braids. Here the book becomes increasingly use- 
ful to architects and designers who may themselves have no desire what- 
soever to swing a hammer, much less forge and weld metal. The book's 
clarifying illustrations (drawn using AutoCAD 12 and Turbo CAD 3.0), 
combined with McDaniel's precise explanatory texts, will stimulate a 
range of construction and design possibilities for the non-smith, from 
scroll and collar patterns to animal and human heads for adorning gates, 
fences and grilles. 

A Blacksmithing Primer also provides a helpful series of appendices: list- 
ings of blacksmithing schools and organizations (with the relevant contact 
information), related web sites and a bibliography of other important 
manuals and how-to books in the field (plus supplier sources). There are 
also highly useful, easy-to-follow plans for a fabricated anvil, a firebox and 
tuyere and a forge table. The book's front and back inside covers even fea- 
ture color photos displaying McDaniel's own full-time business, the 
Dragonfly Enterprises forge shop (set up inside a former two-car garage) 
and a breakdown of the colors steel assumes in the different temperatures 
of the forging and tempering processes. 

Included in this book is a membership-application form for ABANA, 
the Artist Blacksmith Association of North America, which today boasts 
some 4,500 members and 50 chapters across the continent. Nothing has

been printed on the back of that page — 
something exceptional for this information- 
packed manual — because the publishers 
were shrewd enough to realize that it's 
destined to be torn out, filled in and 
mailed off by a great many readers of A 
Blacksmithing Primer, who will be inspired 
to pursue their own way in this time- 
honored craft. m

Patterns and Books 


The best pattern and plan books combine the intellectual with the practical. By Thomas Gordon Smith, AIA 


repeated, the human impulse to learn through mimesis persists. 

Throughout Western history, artists and architects have made books 
to disseminate methods of design and patterns of decoration. The best 
examples combine an intellectual point of view with practical applications. 
For a growing number of architects and designers, 20th-century prohibi- 
tionism is over and some are producing books to counteract its effects. 

In 1980, the architect Paolo Portoghesi conceived an exhibition about 
paradigmatic architecture for the Venice Biennale. In the catalog, The Presence 
of the Past: First International Exhibition of Architecture, he wrote, “The word 
modern, originally designating continual change, has undergone a process of 
sclerosis in identifying itself with a style.” He continues, “the exhibition ‘The 
presence of the past’ will help...to announce the end of that ‘prohibitionism’ 
which for years has repressed the instinct to. . involve memory and imagi- 
nation with the maximum effectiveness.” During the past quarter century, a 
growing number of architects have worked toward Portoghesi’s goal, but 
they still face hostility from the majority of practitioners, teachers and stu- 
dents. Nonetheless, enthusiastic patrons desire to build houses, and the 
occasional church, library or museum, following traditional architectural 
models, Ideally, the architects who serve them go beyond the dilemma 
between choosing Modernism or Classicism to recognize that the challenge 
is to build modern structures that incorporate a wealth of ideas drawn from 
2,500 years of architectural heritage. 

The process of synthesizing many elements and ideas into a new whole can 
be learned from both Vitruvius’ and Palladio’s books on architecture. They have 
repeatedly been brought back throughout time to prompt basic education, rally 
engaging emulation and further discovery. Their Ten Books and Four Books are at 
once intellectual and practical: they assume that theoretical concepts and prac- 
tical methods are combined in building. This inherently creates a struggle 
through which the architect is challenged to contribute new ideas instead of 
simply copying. Both architects also added richness by setting up archaeologi- 
cal specimens as patterns for emulation. Vitruvius presented 300-year-old 
Greek temples for Augustus to imitate. Palladio helped usher in methods of 
archaeological research and its application to new buildings. His villas of 1550 
are models of hybrid erudition. They are perfect in themselves, while they also 
inspired successive generations. 

In the 1720s, Lord Burlington prompted a generation of British architects 
to reinvent Vitruvian architecture by imitating Palladio. Andrea Palladio had 
opened 1 Quattro Libri in 1570 by crediting Vitruvius as “master and guide.” 
Isaac Ware’s 1738 translation, The Four Books of Andrea Palladio’s Architecture, 
created a new master and guide for Britons and eventually North Americans. 
Burlington, his auxiliary architects and the larger Palladian school imitated 
Palladio’s columnar proportions, selection and articulation of elements and 
canon of typologies for building composition. They went beyond using 
Palladio’s treatise as a primer by assimilating the dead mentor’s ideas of sta- 
sis and integration. They absorbed the intellectual intent of Palladio’s treatise, 
the artistic quality of Palladio’s drawings that Burlington imported from Italy 
and the buildings that a few actually visited to develop a new facet of archi- 
tecture. Palladio’s Book One presents a visual canon of column types by rote, 
but this is not simply a pattern book, because the first steps embody the com- 
plex ideas exposed in the subsequent three books where Palladio reflects on 
a lifetime of building and study. 

The brilliant mathematician/architect Guarino Guarini presented a dif- 
ferent concept of canon from Palladio’s. Published one year before Ware’s 
translation of Palladio, Guarini was not interested in a consistent crucible 
for pattern. Instead, the idiosyncratic genius mixed together peculiar varia- 
tions on types. His luxuriant models do not start us at grade one, but fast- 
forward the student to variations found in his fantastic churches. This work 
would have been culturally repellent to Lord Burlington, and perhaps to 
Palladio as well, but Guarini’s Architettura Civile was essential to many 
Spanish Colonial Catholic churches built in Central and South America 
where the impulsive forms fused with native traditions. This exuberance can 
be seen, for example, in the cornice of the sacristy of Santa Prisca of 1755 
in Taxco, Mexico. 

Despite presenting vastly different sensibilities, Palladio and Guarini are 
alike in encompassing the complexity of architectural enterprise. A student 
could be taught the canon of either, but either step would lead to the complex 
demands required to develop into an architect. Both architects present rich 
intellectual points of view that stem from a practical beginning. Palladio and 
Guarini illustrate a seemingly contradictory range of ideas and expression 
within Classicism, from staid to ebullient. These intellectual points of view are 
temperamentally at odds, but both are Classical because of their reliance on a 
rigorous use of the language and methods of Classical architecture. 

I would like to look at the incubation of American architectural books to 
understand why two, produced by Minard Lafever and his friends, estab- 
lished a national approach to Grecian architecture during the antebellum 
decades. Lafever’s The Builder’s Guide of 1833 introduced British Grecian to 
the United States. That movement stemmed from James Stuart and Nicholas 
Revett's volume of 1762, The Antiquities of Athens, based on their measure- 
ments in Greece. Lafever published another volume two years later titled, 
The Beauties of Modern Architecture. The terms “modern” and “Grecian” were

broadly synonymous in the 1800-1850 period. Both of Lafever's books pre- 
sented columnar families in exemplary plates for the proportions and shapes 
of elements. These were not shown in the comparative Tuscan through 
Composite sequence that had been typically employed in the Renaissance 
treatise tradition from Serlio through Perrault. Instead, the examples were 
explicitly drawn from Athenian archaeological models. Lafever and his asso- 
ciates took elements like the Lysicrates Monument type of Corinthian from 
British plates that had been long extracted from the 1762 archaeological 
publication. This type of Corinthian supplanted Palladio's version and was 
abstracted from the archaeological context. Thanks to Lafever's books, the 
example became as commonly used in the United States as any other place 
in the International Grecian Movement. 

Lafever's publications allowed students, rural builders, architects and 
nationally peripatetic contractors to use these elements as building blocks. 
Nathaniel Potter, the contractor for a major residence called Millford, built 
in 1838 in South Carolina, referred to specific plates in The Beauties of 
Modern Architecture in his specifications for door and casing designs, as well 
as the "Lysicratus" columns from the book. In ways such as this, Lafever's 
books provided graphic authority and guidance for a widespread interest in 
Classical architecture in urban and rural America. 

Throughout the 19th century in the United States, architectural pattern 
books were published in exponentially increasing numbers. Dell Upton ana- 
lyzed them brilliantly in a 1984 article, “Pattern Books and Professionalism” 
(Winterthur Portfolio, Volume 19), by recognizing that most of the earlier ones 
provided guidance to rural builders on technical matters. These services 
included model proportions for column types and their beams, and occa- 
sional examples of plans and elevations for new styles of design, like 
Palladian, or later, Grecian. 

After 1840 another type of architectural handbook emerged. A growing 
number of American publications were written to introduce the American 
clientele, instead of the architect or builder, to new tastes in building and 
furnishing. Books such as Andrew Jackson Downing’s romantic 1842 vol- 
ume, Cottage Residences, were not how-to manuals with methods for build- 
ing stairs and handrails or plates of Palladian or Grecian column propor- 
tions. Instead, they illustrated perspectives of medieval-style cottages and 
villas, sometimes designed by professional architects, to be built by a con- 
tractor. Downing discussed matters of tasteful furnishings, intending to 
spread a cultural perspective, a role that shelter magazines assume today. 

These two aspects of American pattern books were fundamentally dif- 
ferent. The new type was pictorial and the earlier one practical, but both 
exerted enormous influence on 19th-century towns, cities and rural areas. 

In the early-20th century, architects and archaeologists documented 
models for the buildings produced in the last phase of Renaissance paradig- 
matics, the Beaux Arts. Although still dominant in the 1930s, the imitative 
method of design was prohibited before and after World War II by Modernist 
iconoclasts who achieved almost complete control by the early 1950s. With 
the exception of a few “anachronists,” the “Brave New World” mentality was 
and remains dominant. 

A compelling challenge came with Robert Venturi’s 1966 Complexity and 
Contradiction in Architecture, a treatise laden with ideas and richly illustrated 
with photographs to support his critique of prohibitionism. His curiosity and 
delight with contradiction made the book an essential gateway for many archi- 
tects who wished to re-establish theory and practice in pursuit of a paradig- 
matic agenda. It is sad that Venturi steadfastly defends himself from “ever hav- 
ing been a Post-Modernist.” Venturi and Denise Scott Brown have brilliantly 
illustrated how architects can incorporate bold concepts in buildings, ranging 
from Hawksmoor to Lutyens to Las Vegas, but they have avoided stepping 
through the portal to Classicism that Hawksmoor and Lutyens entered. 

Still, Venturi's work is not a pattern book, because he was not interested 
in specifying a language of architecture to convey his ideas. Instead, one 
could understand models through art historical photographs but should not 
work through the elements to integrate them seriously into a new design. 

The book’s influence is not practical, but almost entirely theoretical and it 
motivated many ideas that have led to the current wave of Classical treatises. 
Two types of Classical architectural books have re-emerged in recent years. 
They divide into pictorial books on one hand and integrated treatises on the 
other. The new pictorial, and often vernacular, approaches are promoted in 
a wide range of pattern books, in both traditional printed versions and on 
internet sites. These range from carefully considered elemental buildings 
with prudent detailing, as illustrated in the articles by Steve Mouzon and Eve 
M. Kahn in the Autumn 2004 issue of Period Homes (“Reawakening the 
Vernacular” and “Setting High Standards, Gently”) to more randomly eclec- 
tic and gushy designs on web sites attuned to selling “signature” houses akin 
to automobiles signed by Eddie Bauer. 

In contrast, Robert Adam’s 1990 Classical Architecture and my 1987 Classical 
Architecture: Rule and Invention were early efforts to explain how Classicism could 
fulfill Venturi’s inherent, and Portoghesi’s explicit, critique of prohibitionism. 
Recently, Branko Mitrović’ book on Palladio, Steven Semes' The Classical Interior 
(reviewed on p. 165), and my Vitruvius on Architecture (reviewed in the March/ 
April 2004 issue of Traditional Building) encourage architects to fully engage 
intellectual and practical methods to create stimulating Classical buildings. ш 
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
